It is this very reason however which 
make* It all the wor»e (or met) hi position when 
they offend. In oar country we elevate an ludi- 
dividual and entrust him with power because we 
think, all tilings considered, that he la the heat 
man, or Is supposed to be the beat man for the 
station in which he U placed. This is theory, 
yet the fact is ottuu fur different. 
Wo do tliu 


best we can perhaps, and as fallible creatures we 
must alwnye be conscious of our short comingfl. 
It is for this very reason tlmt nu office holder 
should so couduct himself n* to secure the confi- 
dence of the people. 
If they have confided in 


him, be ought to bo true to them. Moreover he 
gliould especially strive to keep within the limits 
of honesty Inaction, nnd probability and truth 
In his official statements. lie must always re- 
member too, that intelligent men are watching 
blm, not because he is suspected, but because 
they are concerned in the actions of those whom 
they have raised to power. The gentleman who 
occupies the Presidential chair at Washington 
has seen fit to veto another bill— the Freed men's 
Bureau bill. We Imve nothing to say now about 
the propriety of that act, but we bare a few 
words to oflcr respecting some of tho etaletueuU 
he makes in his veto. Says the President: ""The 
fact cannot be denied that since the actual ccs^, 
•atiou of hostilities many acts of violence, such 
perhaps, as had never bccu witnessed in their' 
previous history, have occuncd in the Status in- 
volved in till recent rebellion." So far every- 
body, even confirmed rebt-ls, will ugruc with the 
President. 


But he goes on to sny: "I believe, however, 


that public scutimunt will sustain me in the as- 
sertion that such deeds of wrong are not conlin- 
~ud to any pitrtlculur State or section, but nrc 
manifested oier the entire country, demonstra- 
ting that the cause that produced them does not 
depend upon nny particular locality, but IB the 
result of the agitation or derangement incident 
to a long and bloody civil war." 
Surely the pco- 


~jne-wlll never believe tills. Surely "public sen- 


timent" will never sustain the President in this 
extraordinary declaration. Besides there is some- 
thing painfully disingenuous in tliaincthod of his 
Btatement. It is begging the question In thu 
very worst form. The insertion IhiU such disor- 
ders prevail nil "over the cntira conntr>" is a 
gross calumny. Where pni} do they prevail? 
The New York riots were caused not by tho dis- 
organization or derangements of war, but by ihc 
friends of a certain institution contineil to u cer- 
Uin section. We mean no disrespect when ue 
tmy thiit thu President doc*< not state the ti ml). 
He is at the licud of the tiiltiou, and ought to 
know more ihun most men, urn! jet thuie In not 
an intelligent mechanic In the hind uhoeotild 
not controvert hln position and letute his btatc- 
mcnU by the most Indubitable proofs. VWre the 
Memphis riots canned by the prevalence ol u 
general spirit of disorder running wild Lhiough 
the entire country? 
Wlio doca not know that 


they were caused by the intunso Imticd of the 
negro race? A hatred moreover Unit bprings 
from local causes, and notliom a spirit <>fdi«or- 
gunlzatlon affecting the whole country. 
Every 


Instance In which the Irccdincn are denied the 
oxerciic of their rights by tho reconstructed, lui- 
nlshcs proof of tho President's mistake, to call it 
by no worse name. It wilt be home in mind thai 
he is reasoning for a put po*e, mid that purpose 
is the Justillcation of his veto. But a sti'lu paper 
ought to be free from vulgar appeals to preju- 
dice, ftixt It ought especially to deal with facts in 
a clear, dispassionate, truthful und logical way. 
The President's conclusion from his f.iets la a 
most jmelancholy non-scqiiitnr. He may not 
have Intended it, but it looks us though he was 
casting about for some excuse or palliation (or 
tho outiagcs to which ho refers, by Decking to 
Implicate the entire conntiy In thu base trmioac 
tions peculiar to a section.
